SATURDAY FEBRUARY I. 

The bill from the Senate “ to provide for 
the due execution of the laws of the U. S. 
within the state of Indiana, was twice read 
and committed. 

‘I'he bill from the Senate “ to enable the 
people of the western part of the Mississipi 
territory to form a constitution and state go- 
vernment, and for the admission of such state 
into the union, on an equal footing with the 
original states,’ was twice read and commit- 
ted. 

On motion of Mr. Sharp, the committee 
on the Public Lands was instructed to en- 
quire into the expediency of making some 
alteration in tbe boundaries of the Land 
District of Edwardsville, in the Hlinois ter- 
ritory ; and into the expediency of selling 
section, No. 16, in township No. 4 North. 
and Range No. 1, west, in the Iilinois terri- 
tory.

‘That afer the first day 
of September, no goods, wares, or merchan- 
dise, shali be imported into the United States 
from any foreign port or place, except in ves- 
sels of the United States, or in snch foreign 
vessels as truly and wholly belong to the citi- 
zens, or suljects, of that country of which the 
goods are the growth, production, or maau- 


facture ; or from which seach goods, wares, 


or merchandise, can only be, or most usually, 
first shipped fur transportation : Provided ne- 
vertheless, ‘That this act shall not extend to 
the vessels of any foreign nation which has 
not adopted, and which shall not adopt, a 
similar regulation of commerce. 

Sec. 2. And be it furthcr enacted, That all 
goods, wares, Or Merchandise, imported into 
the United States contrary to the true intent 
andimeaning of this act,and the ship or vessel 
wherein the sume shal! be imported, together 
with her cargo, tackle, apparel, and furniture, 
shail be forfeited tothe United States: and 
such goods, wares, or merchandise, ship or 
vessel, ani! cargo, shall be liable to be seized

Ata meeting of a respectable portion of the 
free people of color of the city of Richmond, 
on Friday, the 24th of Jan. 1817—Wilham 
Bowler. was appointed chairman, Ephraim 

Speed, moderator, and Lantey Crow, Secre- 

tary. 

The following preamble and resolution 
was read, unanimously adopted, and ordered 
to he printed : 

WHEREAS, a society has been formed at 
the seat of government for the purpose of 
‘€colonizing, (with their own consent) the 
free people of color of the United States ;” 
therefore, we, the free people of color of the 
city of Richmond, bave thought it advisable 
to assemble tugether, under the sanction of 
authority, for the purpose of making a public 
expression of our sentiments on a question 
in which we are so deeply interested :— 
We perfectly agree with the society, that it 
isnot only proper, but would ultimately tend 
to the benefit and advantage of a great por- 
tion of our suffering fellow-creatures, to be 
colonized : But while we thus express our 
entire approbation of a measure laudable in 
its purposes and beneficient in its designs, it 
may not be umproper in us to say, we prefer 
being colonized in the most remote corner 
of the land of our nativity, to being exiled to 
a foreign country. 

And whereas, The president and board of 
managers of the said society, have been 
pleased to leave it to the entire discretion of 
congress to provide a suitable place for car-

PRINCETON COLLEGE. 

A pubiication has appeared in several 
newspapers signed A. Green. Those who 
were intended to be inyplicated by that pub- 
lication, had entertained no design nor desire 
to bring the subject to which it refers before 
the public ; but it is now rendered unavoid 
able. All they have done was to resist sys 
tematic oppression, equally wanton, degrad 
ing to human feeling, and unjust im an es 





travagant measure. The very detail, cow 
we permit ourselves to enter inte il, “ee 





disgust ; we: mean “to. confine ourselves to 
state what decorum and self-respect author- 
ises ; to do justice to the gencrous feelings 
which we brought froio our homes, and which 
could neither be destroyed nor diminished by 
the treatment we have experienced at Prince- 
ton College. In what we shall say, we who 
are the parties originally injured, are again 
publicly assailed ; we shall content ourselves 
to act on the defensive; we have on our 
parts nothing to upbraid ourselves, unless our 
patience and forbearance under studied insuli 
and degradation too long endured; or an ef 
fort to rescue ourselves from the intolerable 
suffering to which we were subjected, alike 
repuenant to human nature and to propriety ; 
the details of which we pass over, because 
we should suffer in the estimation of animal 
minds for such a long submission to them; 
and we shall, therefore, treat of them in ge- 
neral rather than in particulars. 


Of Mr. A. Green who has addressed the 
public, we are bound to speak first—that if we 
had been intended ta be made monks or in- | 
quisitors, to have our hearts hardened against 
our species and our minds rendered insensi 
ble to the happiness of our existence, his de- 
portment was well adapted for such a pur 
pose; towards the students generally his 
conduct has been on all occasions, insulting, 
supercilious, gloomy, and tyranical, withou: 
one quality to invite respect, or to induce es- 
teemin us; under bis temper our lives were, 
n may use a feeble expression, constantly 
feazed, the comfort of retirement and the 
consolation of study were perpetually invad- 
ed, and our minds which should have room 
for abstraction and some relaxation from its 
occasional intenseness, had seldom the op. 
portunity for the enjoyment of the one or the 
other. ‘That coercion must be indeed intol- 

erable which induces without concert the 
indignation and the despair of numbers—of 
the whole body of the commnnity. The 
feelings which atlength broke their bounds 
on the late occasion, has been very visible and 
not unknown to the faculty of the college for 
a considerable time past. On Saturday the 
ASih January, it became manifest and unre- 
served, by open and explicit complaints, and 
avowal of a determination to resist wanton 
and unbecoming contumely. Shall we not

On Monday business took its usual course 
until about evening. Some of the students 
sick in mind, had resorted to repose in their 
chambers, they had not attended prayers.

undisguised by his ass’s skin, where he was 
left nastate of inexpressible but unwarant-

many and unwarrantable epithets. 

Dr. Green and professor Lindley at this 
moment mixed in the multitude; the former 
without exciting an emotion either of respeci 
or disdain. A piece of ice had fallen upon 
bis hat, which he seemed to have magnified 
by apprehension into one those mountains 
which the gods of the poets in their pleasure 
or wrath had heaped upon each other, under 
the weight of which he seemed to have been 
overwhelmed, for he disappeared, and was 
nomore seen.

| for a rémonstrance to the faculty ; an amend- 


ment was proposed, for the purpose of enu- 
merating the various grievances and dbtises 
to which the students had been exposed; 
whereupon a committee of eight persons was 


appointed to act upon the remonstaance.—It 


was then proposed, that in order to preserve 
the respect that was due to themselves, and 
to guard against any imputations that might 
arise from any incident beyond their wishes 
or purposes, that a committee of safety 
should be appointed, whose duty it should 
he to take special care that no person should 
be molested, that the college edifice and ap- 
pointments should be secured against every 
kind of injury or disorder: this was carried 
without a dissenting voice, and a commit- 
tee of ten was appointed for these purpo- 
ses. Mr. S. Bayard, and Mr. Lindley, 
who were present will verify these state 
ments, and the good order which was pre- 


served. 


We cannot perceive, though our youth 
may perhaps deceive us; yet we must speak 
according to the immaturity of our know- 
lege ;—we cannot perceive, why in a col- 
lege where youth should obtain the rudiments 
of those paca! Re of virtue and justice 
which we conceive to be inseparable ; the 
order of justice should be reversed. It is 


i allowed to the meanest in villainy as well as 
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the most attrocious in crime, to hear the 
charge, the evidence, and to be heard in 
vindication; but to us, who had been 80 
grossly abused and oppressed, it seems these 
privileges were not to be allowed, because 
from the years, station, and duties, of the 
members of the faculty, we had a right to ex- 
pect both moral example and protection for 
our persons and reputation ; bet for these if 
appears their discipline has substituted relent. 
less vengeance for complaint, and for resis- 
tance, the tyranny of an arbitary ané lawless 
will. 

But this arbitary will was not satisfied by 
the first act of peremptory anathema; the 
example of past times instead of correcting 
the cause of so.many revolts, against an un- 
natural regimen, has only induced an aggra- 
vation of the causes of former disturbance. 
It is well known that this is not the first ris- 
ing at Princeton. On former oceasions ol 
dismission, it was customary fo permit the 
person dismissed to remain a given time, or 
to re-enter, in order to collect gnd remove his 
apparel, books, &c. Considerations of the 
danger to which youth might be exposed, by 
being turned loose upon society without mo- 
ney, or subsistence, or clothing, appears to 
have prevailed on former occasions; on the 
present such considerations were either 
above or below the cares of the faculty of 
Princeton. To us no time was allowed to 
remain, no enterance permitted—perhaps the 
calculations of the faculiy were directed to 
our stomachs, and that an experience of hun- 
ger and soiled linnen, might reduce ug upon 
the penitentiary principle, to submit to their 
discipline and our own disgrace. 

We appealed for the right ef obtaining our 
rightful property, and adm:ssion to obtain it, 
it was refused, and Dr. Green, instead of 
doing us this justice, only enlarged upon the 
previous act of oppression. After some 
magisterial and irrelative matter, concerning 
the state of the college, he states—* In the 
“circumstances of the faculty we are unani- 
“ moualy of opinion, that the duty they owed 
“to the institution, imperiously demanded 
“that they should separate from it without 
“ delay those whom they were satisficd, from 
“a varicly of circumstances, were chicfly con- 
“ cerned in cherishing the existing disorders— 
“fourteen were accordingly dismissed under 
“the explicit statement that ¢f any error 
‘should be discovered in the proceecings, it 
‘ would be cheerfully corrected.” 

We appeal! to the cood sense, to the liber- 
ality of all who may have thought this affair 
worthy of consideration, if these very words 
ofthe faculty, signed by Dr. Green, do not 
shew thatso far trom any charge existing, 
any substantial imputation, of wrong, or vio- 
lence, on the part of the objects of collegiate 
vengeance, the very terms of this reply fo 
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offence presumed, rather than an offence me- 


riting such outrageous proceedings against 
us; we complained, for we were oppressed, 
insulted, degraded, abused, humiliated in our 
own eyes; and the faculty of the college has 
80 little to say in support of its proceedings, 
that there is an open admission of their be- 
ing in error, for they profess to be ready to 
correct their proceedings if any error should 
be discovered in them. But this arbitrary 
conduct of the faculty is not even confined 
to their written act; one of the students who 
had addressed himself amieably to vice pre- 


sident Slack, to enquire into the ground of 


those violent proceeding towards us, he re- 
plied—** I really cannot say myself why you 
‘‘ were dismissed.” What is to be collected 
from these facts? Simply that there was a 
consciousness of the justice of our complaints, 
and it was necessary to supercede our report 
to our friends, by: a committal, in which the 
prejudices of society always ready to throw 
its weight on the side of age and station, 
should be pre-engaged, and attribute to the 
levity of youth whatever youth may do; the 
discontent manifested on Saturday, and the 
endeavour to preserve patience and silence 
and to avoid contact or irrifation on Sunday 
and Monday, produced a conviction, that 
they must either alter their deportment, and 
but that after having placed us‘in a situation 
which the circumstances did not justify, even 
had we been guilty of any aggression, they 
were constrained to hold forth the idea of a 
cheerful restoration, should they find that 
they had acted without a justifiable suspicion 

It is not unbecoming in us, we trust, to say, 
that among the dismissed there were mang 
who held ahigh estimation in the college 
among both professors and students: it Was 
this Knowledge probably that induced the 
expression that it * was imperiously demand- 
‘‘ ed that they should be separated without 
“ delay.” It wil! be perhaps a substantial 
evidence that they were not unworthy of 
this estimation, that even after the injustice 
they had suffered, they expressed a desire to 
conform even to the foregoing requisition ot 
the faculty ; soliciting to obtain their trunks 
and books—which request was refused ; 
others solicited from their room-mates to have 
their property sent out to them; this was 
prohibited. Application was made hy writ- 
ing, and dispatched by the servant of a lady 
of Princeton for the same purpose, the note 
was arrested and disregarded. 

The committee of remonstrance mean- 
while had aeted according to order, and 
waited upon Dr. Green, and presented the 
wishes of the meeting for an oblivion and 
restoration. ‘The answer received was, that 
the dismission had been the result of dclibera- 
tion, and determined on after a consultation of 
48 hours. ‘Ihe vice president Slack, took

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of the committee “ that it was a principle of 
exigency that precipitated them into the 
measure, and that it had been conceived and 
resolved in the space of 20 minutes.” The 
committee were however requested to wail 
upon the faculty at9 o'clock the next morn- 
ing. ‘lhe committee of safety then took 
upon them their functions, and all parties in 
the evening retired to their apartments, and 
their repose, in perfect silence and security, 
and without any interruption of good or- 
der. 

Tuesday morning was equally silent and 
nodisturbed as the night, but no prayer Well 
was rung at o'clock, the committee having 
forbidden it, until the question should be de- 
cided. ‘The servant having intimated this to 
Dr. Green, his remark was—“ we must sub- 
mit.” 

On Wednesday no religious service was 
performed ; no exercises of the college. At 
nine o'clock of that morning the committee 
waited on the faculty. They were put off 
till 11 o'clock. At that hour they again at- 
tended and received for answer—‘“‘the facully 
have réfused to listen to the remonstrance.”— 
The bell was rung, and the students conven- 
ed, and the answer given ; it was intimated 
in an insiduous and indirect way, that the 


reason for refusing to hear the remonstrance, | 


was because the dismissed members had not im- 
dividualiy waited on the president and prayed 
fo be restored! 

Asfar as our limited observation has ena- 
bled us to infera general practice from what 
we have experiencéd, it appears to be a com- 
mon practice of men invested with power, to 
persuade themselves and to impose the per- 
suasion upon others, that the acts of authority 
are never faliible. Wecould not however 
forget so soon, that it was reiterated injury 
and degrading insulf, which had produced 
this unpleasant commotion ; the faculty no 
doubt considered, that the impunity to do 
wrong in them, was inseperable from the ob- 
ligation to do right,and that to redress the 
wrong would be to admit it ; that secure of 
the public prepossessions in their favour they 
might persevere in the injustice and obtain 
an acquittal with the public, through the 
inabiliiy of the injured to find any adequate 
remedy or any persons unprepossessed to lis 
ten to their vindication or sympathise in 
theiroppression. The students had unani- 
mously called one of the injured persons to 
ihe chair; ifhe had been disposed to submit 
tothe renewal of the tormer course of mis- 
rule, this station and the confidence of his 
affectionate friends would have forbidden it. 
Tt was out ofthe question. The evils were 
intolerable, and if not altered they will be 
intolerable to all minds that are not debased 
and unworthy to become honourable men. 

There was no disunion of sentiment among 
ihe students—it was seen distinctly that

from tyranny in error, it was in vain for 
weakness toexpect redress. Therefore the 
committee of safety was immediately dis- 
solved ; and the chairman declared the meet- 
ing dissolved. 

We have narrated the transactions faith- 
fully as they arose; those which followed 
the dissolution of the meeting now remain.— 
The students after retiring a while to their 
apartments, without any sort of preconcert, 
appealed to assemble spontaneously at the 
Study, demanding their dismission, so rapidly _ 
as the vice president expressed it, that ten 
clerks could not dispatch them. Inthe close 
of that evening, the vice president sent for 
one of the students, and thus accosted him— 
“* Mr. , I have always had a high 
‘‘ opinion of you—we can do nothing—if the 
‘* students will retire, they shall have their 
“discharges as they apply—they may get 
“ ready without hindrance, and go home ;-— 
“ do sir, induce them.” This message, which 
had its spirit been pursued, when the ex- 
nelled stadents sought for their apparel, and 
other property, wouid have prevented any of 
the subsequent difficulties ; it was at once ac- 
quiesced in; and those who chose it, depart- 
ed.

American ports, took effect, under the autherity 
vested in the exeeutive by the act of March, 
1816. During the period between those two 
dates, there was consequently a failure of recipro- 
city or equality in the existing regulations of the 
two countries. I recommend to the considera- 
tion of Congress the expediency of paying to the 
British government the amount of the duties re 
mitted, during the period in question, to the ci- 
tizens otf the United States; subject to a deduc 
tion of the amount of whatever discriminating du- 
ties may have commenced in British ports after 
the signature of that convention, and been col- | 
lected previous to the 17th August, 1815.
